— one of the Closet planners. Word-of-mouth

(men who have lived in the city for at least 90

Women’s Center Anniversary

If walls could talk they'd be spreading the good news: this month the Women’s 
Building of the Bay Area is celebrating its second anniversary. 

For two years this very special four-story building on 18th Street has served as a 
cultural and political center for women, as well as a resource/support for San 


Francisco’s Mission District community. 


“The building has become bigger than any of us dreamed was possible when we 
began planning this project in 1978,” says Roma Guy, one of the Women's Building’s 


original organizers. 


Each month over 8,000 people of all ages, races, and classes come through the 
doors of the first woman-owned-and-operated building of its kind in the country. They 
attend political meetings, lectures, and workshops, dance and theater performances, 


and social events such as parties and wed- 
dings. | know two lesbians who got married in 
the building one Sunday afternoon, and I've 
glimpsed young Latino newlyweds salsa 
dancing after having taken their vows. 

The building, erected in 1911, houses fifteen 
nonprofit women’s groups who rent low-cost 
office space on a permanent basis — includ- 
ing two women's theater groups, Lilith and 
Les Nickelettes; Options for Women Over 
Forty, a resource and support center for mid- 
life and older women; San Francisco Women 
Against Rape; the San Francisco Women's 
Switchboard; Women Against Violence and 
Pornography in Media; Alliance Against 
Women's Oppression; Four Wheel Drive Pro- 
ductions, a group promoting third world and 
gay people's art; and the San Francisco 
Women's Centers. 

Facilities at the building include a 500-seat 
auditorium, an_ institutional kitchen and 
dining area, a drop-in center, a childcare room 
— as well as an administrative office for the 
Building, and large and small meeting halls 
rented to community groups on a temporary 
basis. 

This ambitious project was initially spon- 
sored by the San Franciseo Women's Centers, 
an umbrella organization that has helped start 
nearly 30 women’s groups in the Bay Area. 
After an 18-month search for a site, and an 
extensive fundraising effort, the women 
raised enough cash to make a downpayment 
on Dovre Hall — formerly a German men's 
athletic club renovated by the Sons of Norway 
in the 30’s. 

The building has historically functioned as 
a place for immigrants to come together; and 
as Carmen Vazquez of the building's ten 
woman staff points out, “it continues to serve 
that purpose for a diversity of people who are 
on the outside of society.” 

Vazquez says the most difficult problem for 
organizers has been figuring out how to effec- 
tively administer the building’as’a business, 
and at the same time continue tc be a politica! 
organization. 

“However, by working together we've been 
able to show that the concerns of the 
women’s movement — full and equal employ- 
ment, housing, proper medical care and free- 
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dom of choice — are the same concerns of the 
Latino, Black, Asian, and all underprivileged 
communities,’ Vazquez states. 

To meet its yearly operating costs of nearly 
a quarter-million dollars, fundraisers for the 
building have pursued money in the private 
sector, from individuals, corporations and 
private foundations, a membership and 
pledge program, and rentals and benefits. 

With no government funding, the building 
relies on and remains faithful to the commu- 
nity it serves. Last year the Women’s Building 
raised $180,000 through grassroots fund- 
raising efforts. 

“People really support the building, says 
Roma Guy, “because the idea that women 
should have a place in their own community 
that’s public makes sense to them.” 

According to Vazquez, the building has 
become a symbol for the women's commu- 
nity, as well as acommunity center where pro- 
gressive people feel good about meeting. 

Initially, there was a lot of fear that a white 
feminist identified organization would not mix

well in a Latino neighborhood. However, 
deliberate decisions were made to hire a staff 
composed of 50% of women of color. As a 
result, says Vazquez, “our capacity to work 
with community organizations such as 
Central del Cambio, and La Casa de Nicara- 
gua is real, because the people who work here 
speak the language, are members of the 
culture, and understand what’s going on.” 

While women have made significant prog- 
ress in building a coalition between third 
world and women's groups, the building has 
also suffered some serious setbacks. 

Last February the building was the target of 
arson and fire damages estimated between 
$50-$100,000. ‘Our work was definitely slowed 
down, and the fire was in many respects a 
morale-breaker as well as a destroyer of 
material things,” observes Roma Guy. 

It’s taken over a year to finish repair and 
renovations on the lounge area and childcare

room destroyed by the fire. 

Also, just before last Christmas a pipe 
bomb exploded on the front of the steps of the 
building, followed by telephone threats from 
alleged members of the American Nazi party. 

Damages were minimal, but the building 
had to postpone a children’s holiday program 
and increase its security. 

“It was a frustrating and scary time,” 
recalls Vazquez. “It was terrible for people to 
have to come to a place where they want to 
feel safe, and then be subject to a search for 
concealed weapons or explosives.” 

She says that people in the community 
have viewed these incidents as “part of what 
happens when an organization is identified 
with social and political change.” 

Despite these setbacks, it’s clear the 
Women’s Building is well onits way to becom- 
ing alasting and important institution. Future 
goals include organizing an emergency hous- 
ing shelter for women in transition; supporting 
efforts for reproductive rights; and expanding 
childcare and night class offerings, the 
Women’s Switchboard, a job bank, and a 
monthly newsletter. 

Plans also include developing a Women’s 
Foundation to channel monies into new and 
experimental projects by and for women, as 
well as exploring the long range self-suffi- 
ciency potential of the Women's Building by 
operating small businesses such as a Cater- 
ing service, a women’s gym, and a print- 
ing/graphics center. 

“We're always chasing survival during 
these times of inflation,” concludes Roma 
Guy. “It's exciting, but you have to be willing to 
struggle.”
